Hon. H. H. Stevens foresees a larger 
demand in Europe for Canadian wheat. It 
is to be hoped he is right. But a good 
many people will recall that last November 
Mr. Stevens also foresaw high prices for 
wheat. He said so, and the price went up. 
But it came down again. And the conse- 
quences of the coming down were as far- 
reaching and as discouraging as the ad- 
vance had been helpful and encouraging. 

It will perhaps be well if the present 
prediction is accepted with caution. In the 
circumstances one man’s guess as to the 
future of the wheat markct loo t 
good as another's. The governing fact in 


the situation is that the world has still a 
huge surplus of wheat. Forecasts as to de- 
mand and prices have to be interpreted 


with that fact very clearly in mind.

INTERVENTION IS NO OFFENCE 

Britain and the United States, it is said. 
are “inconsistent” in demanding that 
Japan stop fighting China, because they 
themselves a few years ago engaged in 
the greatest war in history. The differ- 
ence, however, is that Britain and the 
United States did not start the great war, 
and did not willingly enter it. They went 
in partly from a sense of duty and partly 
because they were afraid worse might be- 
fall them if they stayed out. 

Japan had no particular obligation to 
protect the Manchurians against their Chi- 
nese rulers, and no cause to fear that the 
incapables at Shanghai were getting ready 
to wipe Japan out of existence. Unless 
Japan’s aims are predatory it will welcome, 
not resent, the attempt of these two coun- 
tries to arrange a settlement in the Far 
East on a basis that will be fair to all par- 
ties concerned. Had Japan been able to 
do the like service during the great war it 
would have earned the undying gratitude 
of Britain and the United States. 


THE BIG CASH CROP 

Hon. Robert Weir told a Toronto audi- 
ence that balanced farming will solve the 
difficulties with which western farmers 
are faced. 

That keeping a few head of stock 
each would save the farmers in many sec- 
tions of the west from some of the hard- 
ships they have faced during the last year 
or so is clear enough. But if the Minister 

means that the west is to attain and re- 
tain prosperity by changing over from 
wheat growing to mixed farming, that is 
quite a different matter, and a proposition 
that does not hold any early hopes of re- 
covery. 

Central and northern Alberta led the 
way in getting back to mixed farming 
when the value went out of wheat. The 
result was that eggs went down to eight 
cents a dozen, butter to 15 cents a pound, 
and potatoes were not worth the digging 
last fall. This, when half the province of 
Saskatchewan had no crop of any kind 
and must import its food supplies for the 

nt winter and the coming summer. 
Aside from beef cattle, the “mixed” farm- 
ers in the west are now wondering what 
to do with their surplusses. 

The farmer who grows nothing but 
wheat, and has no reserve capital, is of 
course gambling. If he loses he is down 
and out for the time. A few cows, hogs 
and chickens would be an insurance policy 
for him and his family. But unless the 
Government can locate some yet undis- 
covered market for meat, dairy products, 
poultry products, and other fruits of 


mixéd farming, wheat growing will for 
many years have to continue to be the big 


cash crop of the prairie farmers, the only 
crop in fact that they can hope to grow 
for export on a large scale.

THE DOMINION’S FINANCES 


At the end of January the net debt of 
Canada was $122,000,000 greater than at 
the corresponding date a year ago. That 
is the amount by which the outgo exceed- 
| ed the income, and represents the result of 
the Dominion Government's financial oper- 
|} ations during the twelve months. The 
| businessman who has not been able to 
, keep his outlay down to his revenue need 
| not therefore feel lonesome. The Govern- 
ment has not found out how to do that 
| either. 

Huge as this deficit is, it is not stag- 
gering, nor even alarming when viewed in 
perspective. In the years 1927 and 1928 
Canada cut down its public debt by the 
same amount. At the worst last year's 
bad showing means that we lost in that 
| year the gain that had been made in two 
| former years. The assumption is fair, and 
| even necessary, that when good times re- 
| turn again the surplus national revenue 
| can without oppressing the taxpayer, be 
| made to wipe out this shortage. 

j Under present conditions criticism of 
government financing must be tempered 
| with consideration. If private business 
has not been able to foresee circum- 
stances and readjust itself so as to avoid 
loss, it is unreasonable to expect such su- 
perior insight and foresight on the part of 
| ministers as would enable them to show a 
' balance, or a favorable balance, in the pub- 
| lic accounts at the end of a year. 

So far as its spending is concerned, 
there has been little fault found with the 
present Dominion Government. It cut 
down expenditure substantially as the wea- 

| ther grew worse, even taking the risk 
| of making conditions worse rather than 
|; better. And it has been called upon to 
| spend for relief and relief work a consid- 
| erable part of the saving that was made by 
this paring policy. 

It is rather on the other side of the ac- 
count that the .Government is blame- 
| able. It raised the duties, shut out im- 

ports, and thus killed revenue, at a time 

when revenue was badly needed and fall- 
| ing fast enough of its own accord. What- 
| ever that accomplished in the way of main- 
| taining or creating employment in Canada, 
| the loss of income helped to widen the gap 
| between what had to be spent and what 
was received.

Starches For Cold Climate 
Question; Mr. J. O. E. writes: “T 
used to live in the north and never 
suffered from the cold until I spent 
three years in the south and then 
went north again. This winter I am 
cold all over no matter how many 
clothes I wear. Before living in the 
warm Climate, excessive wraps seemed 
unnecessary. What can I do to keep 

warm?” 

Answer: If you are not suffering 
from some disease which might make 
you feel chilly, it would probably be 
well for you to use more starches and 
fats in your diet, using one kind of 
sterchy food at noon together with 
some of the green vegetables. Here ts 
a list of good starches: potatoes, green 
corn, macaroni, spaghetti, vermicelli, 
necdles, Hubbard squash, brown rice, 
corn bread,. whole wheat. biscuits. 
whole wheat gluten bread, shredded 
wheat, barley, canned corn, water 
crackers, carrots, parsnips and beets. 

Shower Baths Best 

Question: Barton writes: “I am so 
weak that I cannot take a bath. When 
I get into the tub I have no strength 
to’ lift mrself out. et I enjoy being 


clean. Would showers do me just as 
much g;00d?” F 
Answer: It is not necessary to get 


into a tub to take 2 good bath. Show- 
er baths are excellent. Another good 
way is to take a wet towel and rub the 
body all over, using soap if it seems 
necessary, but soap is not usually re- 
quired unless you are doing work 
which makes the body dirty from out- 
side. Sponge and shower baths are 
the best kind of baths for anyone to 
use. 

Pancakes and Stewed Fruit 

Question: A ranger asks: “Are flap- 
jacks and pancakes made with baking 
powder or eggs and eaten with fruit a 
wholesome food?” 

Answer: Make your pancakes of real
